E hear n great deal about 
bacteria, or germ s, a* theyj 
are more popularly called,! 
but few people know what 
they really are. 
Although they arc; 
so small that it would take several j 
thousand together to make a 
spot! 
large enough to be seen 
with thej 
naked 
eye. yet their Im portance to j 
the farm er is not 'Pleasured by their j 
size. 
Bacteria are tiny plants, each com j 
posed of a single cell. 
These cells! 
are of various shapes and sizes. Som e’ 
are round, some long and some shaped j 
like a corkscrew . 
Some are fount! 
singly 
and some 
in groups. Some j 
cannot move at all, some move by 
tw isting them selves about, and still j 
others have long, tail-like fiagella by: 
which they move them selves along. 
B acteria are made up of a c le a r.: 
jellylike m aterial called protoplasm . * 
This protoplasm is surrounded by a 
harder cell wall. 
T here Is a great j 
difference in the thickness of tln*se j 
cell walls, and dn this thickness do • 
pends to a large extent the ability ot 
i 
the germ s to w ithstand unfavorab le; 
conditions. 
Those w ith thin cell wall 
can be killed easily, while the th ick er' 
walled kinds are very difficult to ex j 
term inate. 
B acteria 
propagate them selves 
b y ! 
dividing. 
One cell divides into two ; 
Each of these two grow s to full size 
and divides again, and so on. 
Under ] 
favorable conditions this process may 
be repeated every half hour. 
At this i 
rate the descendants of one germ 
would In ten hours num ber more than i 
a million. 
At tim es the part of the protoplasm i 
of a germ will gather into a round, 
com paratively 
hard 
mass, 
called 
a ! 
spore. The rest of the cell then crum- j 
bles aw ay. This spore is inactive, but 
possesses much greater powers of re­ 
sistance than when in the active state. 
These spores often rem ain alive tc 
sta rt the infection afresh afte r the 
active bacteria have all been killed by 
disinfection. 
B acteria, like higher 
plants, have 
definite requirem ents for grow th. One 
of the most im portant of these is mois­ 
ture. D rying will not kill bacteria, but 
it will stop their m ultiplication. 
An­ 
other essential to bacterial grow th is 
w arm th. Cold, like dryness, will nof 
kill them , but it will stop them from 
m ultiplying. This is the reason that 
the souring of milk or the spoiling o» 
meat, which is caused by bacteria 
goes on much more slowly or not at 
all w hen they are kept in a cold place. 
One of the principal foods of bacte­ 
ria is nitrogen. W ithout it they can 
not live. 
Because of this fact sugar 
and lard, which contain no nitrogeD. 
never spoil. B acteria also require oxy­ 
gen; though only certain species are 
dependent on the air for their supply. 
One of these Is the kind th a t causes 
m eat and vegetables to decay. 
This is 
why canned fruit and vegetables do 
not spoil. 
The bacteria have beei; 
killed and the oxygen driven off by 
beating. The few germ s th a t do get in 
before the can is sealed up cannot de­ 
velop for lack of air. If the can Is not 
air tight, however, some oxygen will 
find its w ay in. the germ s will m ulti 
ply, and the contents will spoil. 
Not all bacteria are injurious. 
Al­ 
though some of m an’s most deadly en­ 
em ies are found am ong these invisible 
m icro-organism s, yet m any of them 
are his best friends. We have already 
learned about the bacteria th a t live on 
the roots of legum es and change the 
nitrogen of the air into a form In 


often found in milk th at are net. The 
first variety will alw ays be plentiful 
enough anyw ay, and the others should 
be kept down to as sm all a num ber as 
possible. 
One of th e most im portant methods 
of doing this is by cleanliness. 
The 
milk pails and strainers and the sepa­ 
rator should be thoroughly cleaned 
every tim e they are used. Mere rins­ 
ing with cohl w ater is not enough 
Following the ordinary w ashing by 
scalding w ith boiling w ater is the only 
sure way of killing all the germs. In 
cleaning dishes a brush is much better 
than a rag, since it can be m ore easily 
cleaned itself. 
A dish rag remains? 
dam p for a long tim e after it has beer 
used and furnishes an excellent place 
for bacteria to grow. 
The “dish rag 
flavor” caused by these can often be 
detected In butter. 
A fter the dishes have been scalded 
they should be placed iu the sun for 
several 
hours.

w hich It can be used by plants. The 
rotting of m anure and trash to m ake 
hum us and of hum us to m ake the ele­ 
m ents of plant food available Is also 
due to the action of bacteria. In this 
w ay 
bacteria, 
by 
m aking 
anim al 
w astes available for plant food, com­ 
plete the circle of plant and anim ai 
life. 
T he putrefying bacteria, or those 
which cause rotting, are more benefi­ 
cial than harm ful. 
By their action 
dead anim als and other refuse m atter 
are quickly reduced to the elem ents 
from which they w ere made. Even the 
odor given off during th e process is 
also beneficial as a rem inder th a t the 
m atter of burying or burning has been 
neglected. 
O ther micro-organism s in the form 
of yeast are a necessary help In bread- 
m aking. The yeast plants, grow ing In 
the 
dough, 
set 
free 
considerable 
am ounts of carbon dioxide. 
This 
gas 
In trying to escape fills the dough w ith 
holes and spaces, m aking it “rise.” 
The bacteria which cause milk and 
cream to sour are also useful. Butter 
made from sweet cream Is lacking In 
flav or, and there Is not so much of it 
since the globules of butter fat do not 
collect as readily as in sour cream. 
But, while the germs that cause milk 
to sour are harmless, there are others

much sunshine as possible In the milk 
room and cow stable also. 
Sunlight, 
w hich is so necessary to the grow th of 
the higher plants, is fatal to bacteria. 
The stable w here the m ilking is 
done should be cleaned and 
aired 
every 
day. 
A 
coat 
of 
w hitew ash 
should be applied occasionally, as in 
addition to being a good germ killer it 
also m akes the stable much lighter. 
H ay should not be fed im m ediately 
before milking, as the dust from it is 
covered with bacteria. 
The udders 
and flanks of the cows should be kept 
perfectly clean. 
A little d irt falling 
from them into the milk will take 
w ith it thousands of germs. The mllli 
should not be left In the barn after it 
Is draw n, but taken im m ediately to 
the milk room. 
Many cream eries and city milk deal­ 
ers practice pasteurization. This sim ­ 
ply consists In heating the milk to as 
high a tem perature as possible w ith­ 
out scalding it. This kills most of the 
germs, and the few th at are left will 
not develop 
rapidly 
enough 
to 
do 
much harm . 
In cream eries a sta rte r— 
th at Is, a portion of milk which con­ 
tains a particular kind of bacteria—is 
added a fte r pasteurization and 
the 
cream then “ripened” for tw elve hours 
or so. By thus supplying germ s which 
are known to produce desirable fla­ 
vors and killing the others b utter of 
very high quality may be made. 
There are bacteria everyw here—in 
the soil, in the air and in the w ater. 
By fa r the greater num ber of these 
are harm less. 
Even disease germs 
are unable to obtain a foothold in a 
perfectly healthy anim al or person. 
The secretions of the m outh and the 
digestive organs are fatal to m any of 
them . 
Even if they succeed in get­ 
ting into the blood they are not yet 
out of danger. 
The blood contains 
large num bers of w hite corpuscles, 
which seem to have no duty to per­ 
form but to seize and destroy these 
invaders. 
It is only when an anim al 
becomes w eakened from one cause or 
another th a t these corpuscles fail to 
do their duty and the germ s begin their 
destructive work. 
The first step In avoiding Infection 
by disease producing bacteria, then, 
is to keep the anim als healthy by 
proper feed, exercise and shelter. The 
next point is to do everything possi­ 
ble to prevent the germ s from getting 
Into the anim al’s body. 
In case a contagious disease of any 
sort appears the sick anim als should 
be shut up by them selves as fa r as 
possible from th e rest of the herd. 
D isinfectants, such a s coal ta r dips 
and bichloride of m ercury (one part 
of the chemical, tw o parts salt and 
1,000 parts w ater), should be usea 
freely. 
Care should be taken not to 
carry the germ s from the sick ani­ 
m als to th e well ones w hile caring for 
them . 
W ounds, such as w ire cuts, need es­ 
pecial care to prevent infection. 
Or­ 
dinary disinfectants are too irritating, 
yet som ething m ust be done to keep 
the bacteria from attacking the raw 
surfaces. 
K eeping the wound bound 
up tightly and sprinkling daily w ith 
powdered iodoform is one of the best 
w ays of insuring rapid healing. 
T he germ problem, like the problem 
of weeds and insects, is easily solved 
if It is gone a t in the right way. 
Cleanliness, sunlight and disinfection 
will do much to hold the Injurious 
ones in check, and the others neeo 
no encouragem ent to continue doing 
their invisible though none the less 
real w ork to help us. T here is no espe­ 
cial reason why the germ problem 
should be m ade a m atter of constant 
uneasiness on the part of the farm er. 
I t requires a scientist to discrim inate 
between bacteria th a t are Injurious 
and those th a t are necessary , and in 
the m eantim e it is sufficient for the 
ordinary agriculturist to be diligent in 
Intrenching himself behind cleanliness. 
Thus fortified he will hav e little occa­ 
sion to make a special study of bac­ 
teria. Let the scientists do that.

Gov ernor Marshall, at 
first, did not consider the m atter seri­ 
ou sly , and su ggested that the state 
might b e ab le to b orrow enou gh money 
to “b ridge ov er” u ntil the rev enu es 
cou ld b e paid into the treasu ry . 
Mr. Reed drafted the two b ills sent 
to the legislatu re. 
One of these wras 
placed in the hands of Senator Kistler 
and the other was giv en to Represent­ 
ativ e Garrard, floor leaderdn the hou se 
and chairman of the way s and means 
committee. 
There was delay , how 
ev er, and Gov ernor M arshall’s atten­ 
tion was again directed to the situ a 
tion. 
Has Existed Fo r Years. 
“This condition,” said Au ditor Bill­ 
heimer, “has ex isted from y ear to y ear. 
Each y ear w'e hav e had to call for ad­ 
v ance pay ments from cou nties in order 
that we might meet the ex penses of 
the state. 
Under the old statu te this 
cou ld b e done, b u t u nder the pu b lic 
depository law there has b een some 
qu estion as to the right of the state 
to requ ire adv ance pay ments.

W ashingto n, Feb. 20.—No t during 
the present sessio n o f co ngress has 
such a large amo unt o f legislativ e bus­ 
iness been do ne by the senate as was 
acco mplished Friday. 
The army bill 
carrying appro priatio ns amo unting to 
$102,636,050, and the pensio n bill w’itb 
appro priatio ns aggregating $160,8 69,- 
000, o f which $160,000,000 was fo r pen­ 
sio ns and $8 69 ,000 fo r fees, etc.. were 
passçd. Fo rty-fiv e o ther bills, fo rty o f 
which had prev io usly been fav o rably 
acted upo n by the ho use, w'ere passed. 
Three o f the great supply measures
